Aspects of the observation to be of use in Janan; 


Because of the limitations we have in Japan in welfare programs, their oper- 
ations and administration, enforced by the limited understanding our people 
have for social work, by the lack of history of our scocial work, by the 
eccnomical concitions of ovr country, anc by the different philosophy of life 
of our people from that of USA, it is very hard to say what asnects of my 
study here will be of practical use for our country people. As for the re- 
commendetions I woulc like to nake to my Prefectural Gcvernment for better 
operations of welfare prcegrams, and the practical efforts I wish to make in 
my work in Japan, my thinking has just begun to form some shapes. I shall 
try to discuss about that in cetail« in my final report.

These observations,1 know, heve Cisadvantages fcr the people to be observed, 
But they show me the real practice cf programs, theories and functions of Be 
social work in this country anc stimulate my thinking. Sc, if possible, I am 
woncer ing if I can go through the following steps in my observation ene study :

(1) Introductory conferences and orientation by questicns ane answers, and 
by reacing written miterials, 


(2) Questions ané enswors on sncecifie points of my intercst an¢ needs,

In most cases, I realize thet it is not vossible to go through those 
steps. But if anc when possible, I will neec great guicance, acvice and 
cooperation from my acvisor at cach place of my observation anc study, 
end by getting that help anc by coing so, I fecl I may be able to learn Be 
whet I need to leern now at the utmest of my limited ability and experi- 3 
cnce.

During the thirty-fifth week, ended 2 September 1950, there were 22,317 cases — 
of the 31 communicable diseases (exclusive of the four venereal piceapea) compared © 
with 20,536 cases reported for the same diseases last week, Some corrections were 
received this week for preceding weeks in the current year, Totals for eight di- 
seases (paratypho id fever, typhus fever, Japanese "B" encephalitis, scarlet fever, 
tuberculosis, influenza,,. tetanus, and leprosy) were higher this week than in either 
last week or the thirty-fifth week of last year, while totals for eed others (ty=_ 
pheid fever, malaria, measles, and trachoma) were lower currently, Mo cases of 


smallpox, cholera, plague, yellow fever, anthrax, glanders, cr dengue fever were re=- | 


perted in any cf the three pericds. Cases of tsutsugamushi disease were lower and 
schistosomiasis and filariasis higher than in the preceding week. Data for these 
last three diseases are net available pricr to 1950, Fer the remaining nine di- 
seases current totals fell between these reported for the other two periods.

The number cf. dysentery cases decreased six percent, frem 2, 960 to 2,784, and 
deaths decreased from 720 tc 595, This weck's cases were abcut é5 percent greater 
than these (1,697), in the same week cf last year and over three times the total 
(898) for the compareble 1948 period. ‘ore than half (26) cf the prefectures re-. 
per ted. decréases from last wock, 19 reperted increases, and in the one remaining 
prefecture the number remained the same. The greatest change was an increase in 
Niigata Prefecture frcm 101 to 220 cases. The mest nearly comparable decrease was 
from 360 tc 270 in Saitama Prefecture, Saitama and Tokyo-to (413) together accounte 
ed for a high proporticn (25 percent) cf the total cases, and the entire Kanto re= .

Japanese Hospital Report: August 1950 


Number of Hospitals; The average number of hospitals operating in Japan con- 


tinued to increase. The number recorded for August (3,297) was only slightly higher 
than the figure (3,272) reperted fcr July but was 6 percent greater than the average — 


(3,102) in August 1949. There were 311 tuberculosis sanatoria operating this month 
compared with 309 last month and 29 in August last year, The number of mental 
hospitals rose from 132 to 134 and was currently 10 percent above the average (122) 
for the corresponding month last year. There continued to be 13 leprosaria opera- 
ting in Javan. Other and general hospitals increased slightly from 2,818 in the 
previous month to 2,339 this month, but increased 6 percent from the August average 
last year (2,671). 


Bed Capacity: During August the average bed capacity for all hospitals was 
264,983 compared with 263,200 last nionth and 250,890 in the same month last year... 
There were apnroximately 300 more becs available in tuberculosis sanatoria this 
month (61,338) than last month (61,529), anc a numeric increase of about 7,400 beds 
(14 percent) over the August average last year (54,429). The total number of beds 


available for tuberculosis patients, ineclucing those in general hospitels, rese from — 


92,771 in July to 93,954 in August, and was currently 20 percent abcve the average 
(78,339) for August 1949. The average bed capacity cf mental hospitals increased 
slightly over last month from 17,251 to 17,416 and 11 percent over the corresponding 
month last year (15,535).. the total nuiber cf beds available for mental patients, 


including these in general hospitals, increased slightly from July (19,339 to 19,512) 
and 12 percent from August 1949 (17,347). The bed capacity of leprosaria in August © 
(3,394) was about the seme as last month (3,892), but was 2 percent below the aver--— 


age for the corresponding wonth last year (9,110). The current number (176,935) of 
beds available in other and general hospitals was slightly higher than in the pré- 
vious month (175,528), and 3 percent above the August average last yeer (171,666). 
Of the totel becs available in general anc cther hospitals Curins August, 18 percent 


(32,146) were for tuberculosis patients, the same proportion es in the three preced= 


ing months but higher than 14 pereent so reserved in August 1949. One percent cf 
the becs (2,096) continveé to be reserved for aentel patients: 


In-Patient Toad: The average daily in-patient loac fcr all hospitals in August 
(210,607) inereaseé 4 percent sbove the number (201,831) for last month, and 26 per- 
cent above the average (167,027) for August of last year. The number of in-patients 


in tuberculosis sanatorie (57,606) rose slightly over last month (56,%71) and was a 


thire above the ecrresponcing figure for last year (34,293). The total number of 
tuberculosis in-patients, ineclucing those in general hospitals, was 92,125, an in- 
erease of three percent in the July average (59,177), anc was currently 37 vercent 
greeter than the average (67,027) recorded for August 194°. For mental hospitals 
the in-patient loac inereasec three percent from a Caily average of 15,974 last 
month to 16,331 this month. The current figure vas about a third above the cor- 
responding average (12,403) for August last year.

Avgust compered with 14 lest month end 23 in the corresponcing month lest year. The

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Bed Occunancy: The daily bed-occupancy ratio in total hespitels continued its — 
usual seascnal increase. The current ratio was 79.5 an increase of four percent 
over the figure (76.7) recorced last menth an¢ nearly 20 pereent greater than the © 
ratio (66.6) in August last year. All but ten prefectures had ratios percent below. 
Four were higher, including Iwate and Tottori Prefectures with retios nearly 15.

The current bec-occupancy ratio for tuberculosis sanatoria (93.2) was slightly 
higher than last month (92.4) and 17 percent above the ratio (79.5) in August of 
last year. The percent of al] tuberculosis beés occupiec, including those in 
genera] hospitals, was 9.0, slightly hicher than lest month (96.1) and about 15 
percent greater than in the same month of 1949 (55,6). For sanatoria, 33 pefec- 
tural ratios were within plus or minus 10 percent of the national ratio,-7 were 
lower, and 6 higher. Three prefectures (Aomori, Aichi, and Hircshima) were tied . 
for lowest place with retios of 80.5 each, about 15 percent below,- the national 
average. There-were also thrée prefectures with ratios more than 15 percent .above 
the national average: Wakayama (108.2), Tottori (108.0), ane Iwate (107.5). 


The percent of be¢s occvpiee in siental hospitals cvring August (94.1) was 
slightly higher than last wonth (92.6) and nearly 20 percent above the ratio (79.1) 
in August of last year, The percent of all beds occupied by mental patients in- 
cluding’ those in general anc cther hospitals rese slightly from 92.5 last month to 
93.6 in August an¢ was currently 17 percent above the ratio in the same month last 
year (79.7).
